together, It's caviar for the popcorn 
enthusiast, | 
CHEESE-POPCORN | 

One-half cup raw popcorn, 1-4 
cup melted butter, 1-4 cup grated 
cheese (must be American type, 
very dry), salt and extra grated 
cheese if wanted. 

Melt butter, add grated cheese. 
Mix thoroughly. Pour over fresh- 
ly popped corn and stir until every 
kernel has been coated. Sprinkle 
with salt to taste and dust with 


more cheese if you think you need | 


it. 

That's just one recipe. Here's 
another, in which 1-2 cup of grat- 
ed cheese of the same \ype is 
used, but it must be very soft, not 
hard. No butter is used. Over the 
hot popcorn dust the soft grated 
cheese and stir until the cheese 
melis over each kernel of warm 
corn, Then salt 

Neither of these methods will 
exactly produce the evenly coated 
cheese-popeorn which you can buy 
commercially. However, the fresh- 
ness and warmth will more than 
make up for any lack of smooth- 
ness which can be achieved only 


| with expensive popcorn machinery. 


Every one is making it, so why 
don’t you? 

Popcorn balls are nice to throw 
in the direction of friends with 
the sweet tooth or to hang on the 
Christinas tree. 

Walter W. Chenoweth, head of 
the Department of Horticultural 
Manufacturers at Massachusetts 
State College has just written a 
practical guide for the home candy 
maker called “How to Make Candy.” 
This is professor Chenoweth’'s ad- 
vice on the popcorn ball situation. 


POPCORN BALLS 

One scant cup molasses, 1 cup 
granulated sugar, 1-3 cup water, 
1 teaspoon vinegar, 1-4 teaspoon 
baking soda,

WHAT CAN BE DONE ABOUT | 
DRAFTS

A few days ago I called on son 
friends who live a two-storey 
house, The stairs come down into 
one corner of the living room, and 
after a few minutes it was notice 
able that there was a draft of cold 
air at the bottom. My friends spoke | 
of this; they said that on cold day 
the draft was so strong that thx 
whole living room was uncomfort- | 
able. | 

The reason for the draft was cleat 
enough. The stairway was open, and 


in 


heated air from downstairs, being 
light, rose to the upper storey 
Chilled upstairs air sank to the 


floor by its greater weight and ran 
downstairs just as water would 
run down. When the heat was on 
this action was continuous, 

The cure would be in the mor 
even heating of the house; a treat 
ment of the upper storey that would 
check the chilling of the air, This 
in the first place would be in 
greater protection of the windows, 
for they are largely responsible 
They should have high quality 
me‘al weatherstrips, and be pro 
tected by tightly fitted storm win- 
dows. The metal weatherstrip 
would prevent the leakage of cold 
air into the house through the joint 
; around the window sashes The 
temperature of the inside window 
glass, through the protection of the 
storm windows, would be raised
